Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1948,  which  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  3/49. 

I have  included  certain  statistical  tables  which  I hope  will  give 
an  indication  of  the  present  trend  of  vital  statistics  for  the  district. 

The  following  observations  can  be  made. 

The  population  shows  a decrease  of  71,  the  Registrar- 
General’s  estimate  for  mid-1948  being  8,450.  This  is  too  small  a 
figure  from  which  to  draw  any  conclusion. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  still  fairly  constant  at  99,  and  the 
births  are  154  as  against  139  for  last  year. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  account  for  50 
deaths,  being  still,  by  far,  the  commonest  cause  of  death. 

Tuberculosis  accounted  for  3,  and  Cancer  16  deaths.  Only 
8 deaths  were  ascribed  to  respiratory  disease,  (Bronchitis 
Pneumonia,  etc.) 


Epidemic  Diseases. 

Although  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  very 
prevalent  in  1948,  there  were  no  deaths  from  these  causes. 

It  is  worth  while  noting  that  for  the  second  year  in  succession 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported. 

Routine  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  was 
undertaken  as  before,  and  the  figures  are  given  in  a separate  section 
of  the  report. 

Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  reported  during 
the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses,  (Miss  MacMonigall  and  Miss 
Phillips),  who  are  qualified  midwives,  and  since  the  5th  July,  1948, 
have  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

There  is  also  a Home-help  service  in  operation,  and  this  is 
administered  by  a County  Council  Organiser  with  headquarters  at 
Farnborough.  Home-helps  in  Fleet,  Hook,  Farnborough  and 
Aldershot,  are  on  call  for  full  or  part-time  service  in  the  area,  and 
the  local  practitioners,  as  well  as  the  District  Nurses  co-operate  in 
the  scheme,  which  is  working  well. 

This  area,  for  general  hospital  purposes,  comes  under  the 
South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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The  Fleet  and  District  FTospital  contains  33  beds,  (9  male,  14 
female,  6 children’s  and  4 private  wards),  and  provides  general 
medical  and  surgical  treatment.  There  is  a separate  children’s 
ward.  There  is  no  resident  Medical  Officer.  There  is  a consul- 
tant surgical  and  medical  staff  in  addition  to  the  Doctors  in 
practice  in  the  area,  who  attend  at  the  Hospital. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  the  Aldershot  Civil 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  newly  constituted  ambulance  service 
provides  for  removal  of  patients  to  hospital  through  the  local 
depots  at  Aldershot  and  Farnborough. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  Tuberculosis,  School 
Medical  Services,  Mental  Deficiency,  Venereal  Diseases,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  Orthopaedic  Services,  and  the  care  of 
premature  infants  and  illegitimate  children. 

The  special  clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  held  at  the  Manor 
Park  House,  Aldershot,  by  the  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester, 
(telephone  3807),  and  the  Director  is  Dr.  R.  D.  Mackenzie.  All 
types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  there. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester  carry  out  chemical 
examinations  of  water.  The  address  is  the  County  Laboratory, 
The  Castle,  Winchester  (telephone  4415).

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  for  infants  and  school  children  is  done 
by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  County  Council  and  is  a free  service. 
Clinics  are  held  monthly  at  Fleet,  and  much  time  is  spent  in  trying 
to  obtain  as  large  a number  of  protected  children  as  possible. 
Parents  may  elect  to  have  their  children  done  privately  by  their 
own  Doctor  if  they  wish,  and  prophylaxis  is  provided  free  on 
demand  to  the  Doctor. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  was  131  as  against  100  last  year,  the  increase  being  chiefly  in 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were 
made  notifiable  first  in  1940.

Disinfection. 

Thirteen  rooms  were  disinfected  after  notifiable  diseases. 

CLIMATE  AND  METEOROLOGY. 

Although  no  figures  for  Fleet  itself  as  regards  rainfall  and 
temperature  are  available,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Director  and 
Meteorological  Officer  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment, 
Farnborough,  I have  set  out  the  figures  relating  to  the  temperature 
and  rainfall  of  the  Farnborough  district.  It  is  not  suggested  that 
these  figures  are  strictly  applicable  to  Fleet  but  I think  it  may  be 
presum.ed  that  they  are  sufficiently  accurate  to  be  a guide.  The

Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1948. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1948.  and  my  second  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  records  the 
work  of  my  first  full  year  in  your  service. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Company  for  the  following  report : — 

(1)  Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  area  by  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  and  is  obtained  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Itchell 
and  Greywell. 

An  adequate  supply  for  all  purposes  without  restriction  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

(2)  Samples  of  water  were  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by 
the  Company,  before  and  after  treatment,  at  the  works,  and  in 
supply.  They  were  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by 
the  resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists,  and  in  addition  samples 
were  submitted  to  an  independant  specialist  for  report  at  regular 
intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  year  on  all  samples  of  treated  water  at 
the  works,  and  in  supply,  have  shown  a consistently  high  standard 
of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Precautionary  chlorination  treatment  is  applied  continuously 
at  all  sources. 

(3)  The  water  distributed  in  this  area  is  a normal  chalk- 
derived  water  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(4)  No  action  was  necessary,  so  far  as  the  Company  was 
concerned,  to  deal  with  any  form  of  contamination. 

All  except  some  45  houses  have  a piped  supply.  The  others 
have  wells. 

Water  Sampling. 

(a)  Well  Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  5 samples  of  water  from  domestic  wells  were 
taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  One  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  bacteriologically  but  the  house  was 
later  demolished  as  an  individual  unfit  house. 
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(b)  Public  Main  Supply. 

The  four  quarterly  samples  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company’s  main  supply  were  taken  from  different  parts  of  the 
district,  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory.  The  average  hardness 
figure  for  the  four  samples  was  10.8  degrees  (Clarke’s  scale),  the 
individual  figures  being  13.8,  8.8,  9.4  and  11.2  degrees. 

Complaints  were  received  at  various  times  about  a chalky 
deposit  in  domestic  supplies,  and  representations  to  the  water 
undertakers  elicited  the  information  that  the  waterworks  at 
Greywell  and  Itchell  were  to  be  reconstructed  to  overcome  this. 

(c)  Swimming  Pool. 

A sample  of  water  from  the  public  open-air  swimming  pool 
at  Fleet  Country  Club  was  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  was  reported  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers,  for  the 
following  report  : — 

During  the  year  1948,  modifications  were  made  to  the  Humus 
Tanks  at  the  cost  of  £1,700. 

The  work  has  given  a great  improvement  to  the  final  effluent 
from  the  works,  of  which  samples  taken  by  the  Thames 
Conservancy  throughout  the  year  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Orders  have  also  been  placed  with  Messrs.  Hughes  & 
Lancaster  for  the  provision  of  an  electrical  automatic  motor- 
driven  compressing  plant  at  the  Pumping  Station  to  deal  with  the 
night  flow  which  at  present  accumulates  during  the  period  when 
the  station  is  closed  from  11  p.m.  to  6 a.m. 

Public  Cleansing, 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  district. 

Salvage  collection  during  the  year  has  shewn  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year,  as  illustrated  by  the  following  sales.

and  Redfields  remained  fully  occupied,  and  was  further  increased 
by  the  acquisition  of  a property  in  Guildford  Road,  which  was 
adapted  to  take  4 large  families.  A lively  demand  prevailed 
throughout  the  year  for  accommodation  of  this  type. 

I f-  the  year  it  was  decided  that  a policy  of  gradual  demo- 

lition of  worn-cmt  huts  should  commence,  and  the  first  of  these  was 
demolished  at  Redfields  during  the  last  month  of  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

nc  Council  remained  a constituent  member  of  the  North 
East  Hants  Workable  Area  Committee  for  Rodent  Control  and 
meetings  continued  to  be  held  quarterly.  The  Committee  during 
the  year  made  recommendations  to  the  various  Local  Authority 
Associations  regarding  the  new  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
1 , and  It  IS  gratifying  to  know  that  many  of  these  recommend- 
ations were  incorporated  in  the  Bill. 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  a free  service  to  both 
business  and  private  premises. 

if  ^ should  pay  a well-deserved  tribute  to  the 

Council  s Rodent  Operator  (Mr.  H.  Parsons),  for  his  enthusiasm 
and  excellent  work  in  this  very  important  service.

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SHOPS 


The  County  Council  are  responsible  through  their  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  for  the  closing  and  other  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Acts,  except  for  Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  provisions  of  the  latter  section  are  carried  out,  and  18 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Although  10  houses  where  earth  or  pail  closets  were  in 
existence  have  been  provided  with  cesspool  drainage,  the  position 
remains  much  the  same  as  stated  in  my  report  for  1947. 

Work  on  the  preparation  of  plans,  etc.,  for  the  new  trunk 
sewer  from  Crookham  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Seven  houses  where  pail  or  earth  closets  were  in  existence, 
were  connected  to  the  sewer. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are,  in  the  area,  only  two  producers  of  milk,  one  of 
whom  is  a wholesale  purveyor,  and  whose  milk  goes  to  a dairy 
outside  the  area.  The  other  farm  prod  uces  ungraded  milk.  There 
are  four  retail  purveyors. 

During  1948,  one  dairyman  installed  a holder  pasteurising 
plant,  which  was  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  this  dairy 
was  also  extensively  modernised.  Frequent  inspections  of  the 
plant  were  made,  and  all  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  from  this 
plant  passed  the  prescribed  tests. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  is  estimated  that  of  all  the  milk 
retailed  in  the  area,  43%  is  tuberculin  tested  or  accredited,  50% 
pasteurised,  and  7%  ungraded,  and  the  time  when  the  whole  of 
the  milk  supply  of  the  area  will  be  either  tuberculin  tested,  or 
heat  treated,  is  not  very  far  distant. 

The  quality  of  the  supply  has  remained  good,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  report  of  milk  samples  taken  for  adulteration,  figures  of 
which  are  given  in  a later  paragraph. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  inspections  of  cowsheds  and 
dairies  were  made  during  the  year,  and  informal  action  only  was 
necessary  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Acts  and  Orders.

Whilst  it  is  disturbing  to  find  that  20  of  the  samples  failed  to 
pass  the  methylene  blue  test,  these  conditions  were  only  temporary, 
as  in  many  cases,  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.  The 
only  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  which  failed  the  phosphatase  test 
was  processed  outside  the  area : all  the  samples  of  this  grade  of 
milk  treated  at  the  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  (25  samples) 
passed  both  the  prescribed  tests. 

One  of  the  eight  samples  submitted  for  the  T.B.  biological 
test  was  reported  positive.  The  matter  was  investigated  by  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  but  the  tuberculin  testing  of  every  cow,  and  the  sampling 
of  milk  from  individual  cows  failed  to  reveal  the  reactor.  As  a 
precaution  the  whole  of  the  supply  from  this  source  was  pasteur- 
ised for  a period. 

Copies  of  all  adverse  reports  on  samples  were  sent  to  the 
producer,  dairy,  and  the  Local  Authority  concerned,  as  well  as  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  necessary  action. 

In  addition,  a series  of  bottles  from  each  of  the  three  dairies 
in  the  district  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination  for  sterility,  and  the  report  showed  that  the  bacterial 
counts  were  well  below  the  accepted  standard  for  milk  bottles. 
This  is  evidence  of  the  efficient  cleansing  and  sterilising  methods 
of  the  dairies.

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Representations  were  made  to  one  supplier  of  pasteurised 
milk,  and  the  Local  Authority  concerned,  regarding  the  proper 
labelling  of  churns  of  pasteurised  milk  sent  to  a local  dairy  with 
the  result  that  there  is  now  no  trouble  from  this  source. 

No  other  contraventions  of  the  Orders  were  found. 

Ice  Cream. 

Nine  premises  are  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice  cream 
under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  In  all  cases 
ice  cream  is  sold  in  a pre-packed  condition  from  refrigerator- 
conservators. 

No  contraventions  of  the  above  Statute,  nor  of  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947,  were  found. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  meat  supply  of  the  district  continued  to  be  obtained  from 
the  Farnborough  and  Aldershot  central  slaughter-houses. 

The  handling  and  transport  of  the  meat  and  offals  continues 
to  create  conditions  which  are  far  from  satisfactory,  although  the 
Local  Authorities  in  whose  areas  the  distribution  centres  are 
situated  continue  to  exercise  the  greatest  vigilance  so  as  to  minimise 
contamination. 

During  the  year,  517  inspections  of  all  types  of  food  premises 
were  made,  and  details  of  the  number  of  visits  to  the  different 
classes  of  premises  are  given  in  a subsequent  table. 

The  handling,  preparation,  and  distribution  of  food,  and  its 
possible  causes  of  food  poisoning  and  food  infections  is  much  to  * 
the  fore  nowadays,  and  opportunity  is  taken  when  visiting  premises 
to  talk  to  the  employees  on  hygiene  matters  as  they  affect  food, 
and  also  to  distribute  leaflets  on  the  subject. 

There  are  nine  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  preparation  of  preserved,  etc.,  food, 
and  a generally  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.

During  September  an  investigation  into  the  conditions  at  the 
seven  licensed  premises  in  the  area  was  made,  and  a special  report 
on  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the  Council. 

The  investigation  revealed  that,  in  general,  bar  washing 
lacilities,  incluaing  the  provision  of  hot  water,  were  satisfactory  as 
also  was  the  provision  of  W.C.  accommodation,  but  that  urinal 
accommodation  was,  on  the  whole,  unsatisfactory. 

The  owners  concerned  were  very  co-operative  in  attending  to 
the  repairs  and  improvements  needed,  and  in  many  cases  work 
was  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority.
